The  courage  of  the  promoters  of  the  Vancouver 

Island  Union  Library  has  been  Justified  by  the 
first  elKht  months  of  operation.  Registration  of 
membership  and  book  circulation  havo  fulfilled 
expectations.  The  difficulties  attendant  upon  a 
period  of  organisation  and  experimentation, 
along  with  the  handicap  of  a  somewhat  restricted 
_  constltuericy  due  to  the  abstention  from  the 
scheme  of  a  considerable  minority  of  the  popu- 
lation, have  be«n  happily  met  througli  the  co- 
operation of  the  Library  Board 'with  local  com- 
mittees, and  the  indef atiaable -aflorto  of  the 

library  staff.   

The  outstanding  fact  in  the  review  of  progress 
is  the  eaui  rne.ss  of  people  for  book.s  No  publicity, 
was  required  to  enlarge  membership.  On  the 
eontrarr.  registration  grew  with  a  rapidity  that 
was  positively  embarra.s.sinK  The  difficulty  was 
to  keep  the  book  stock  ahead  of  the  circulation. 
Tikero  ware  no  Mia  booka  iythg  dvst^vered  on 
Uie  .shelves  .MthouRh  operating  for  only  two- 
thirds  of  a  year,  the  Union  Library  has  almost 
>«adMd  tho  standard  of  an  establiahed  library, 

Whieh  la  th.it  of  a  membership  of  one-third  of 
the  totol  population.  It  has  already  approxl- 
matol7~B.S00  registered  members,  naarljr  one- 

-  third  of  the  population,  a  propojjtfOtt  Whlcfi~IV 
exceeded  in  many  of  the  districts. 

The  library  now  serves  six  branches,  twenty- 
elKht  sub-branch'  s  and  scvi n  van  routes,  the  i 
books  being  distributed  on  the  van  routes  from 
tne  library  truck.  The  total  book  circulation  for 
11938  was  86,000.  This  represents  a  very  large 
linnual  circulation,  taking  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  the  first  branch  waS  opened  in  July 
anil  the  last  lato  In  October,  tliu.s  spreadinn  the 
circulation  over  an  average  of  only  four  months. 
The  number  of  books  actusilly  In  u.se  Is  reported 
mt  iS,646,  an  amount  less  thaifi  anticipated,  the 
supply  available  for  the  pooled  stocks  of  exLsthig 
libraries,  from  the  Library  Conjimi.s.sion  and  from 
gifts,  not  having  reached  expectatlon.s  The 
promised  quota,  however,  of  one  and  one-half  to 
two  books  per  member  has  been  reached  In 
almost  every  instance.  The  book  ttock  Will  in- 
area.se  materially  during  1937. 

After  two  years  of  hard  work  and  somt_anxlety 
the  Vaneouver  bland  Vnlon  Library  seems  to  be 
well  on  Us  way  to  meet  the  need  -  and  the  evi- 
dent desire— f.or  contact  with  world  life  and
